It is a rare opportunity to 
have the ability to expand to a 
second campus so close to 
home, he said. 

And although classes will 
be scheduled in both loca¬ 
tions, it will allow for more 
flexibility scheduling special 
events and conferences at 
Willowbank.

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'One person's wedding is someone else's bush party,' lawyer says of noise bylaw

A new noise bylaw to 
deal with noisy tourists, 
loud motorists and rowdy 
college students is in the 
works for Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, and councillors had 
another opportunity to lis¬ 
ten to citizens' concerns 
about the proposed bylaw 
at Monday's public meeting 
at town hall. 

Not surprising was con¬ 


cern on both sides, with 
some fearing it’s too strin¬ 
gent and others concerned 
it won’t be enforced. 

On one side of the coin, 
St. Catharines lawyer John 
Crossingham spoke on 
behalf of the owner of the 
Grand Victorian country 
inn on the Niagara River 
Parkway , which has per¬ 
mission to host up to 10 
weddings a year in a special 
events tent. The proposed 
noise bylaw would shut 
down music at an outdoor 


event at 10 p.m., and that's 
an hour earlier than the 
generally-accepted provin¬ 
cial curfew of 11 p.m., he 
said, asking that the bylaw 
not be approved, or if it is, 
that his client be given an 
exemption for the 10 wed¬ 
dings a year. 

He said he believes there 
is considerable room for 
abuse of the bylaw which as 
it stands will cause friction 
between neighbours. 

But one of those neigh¬ 
bours, whose property bor¬ 
ders the tented area of the 
Grand Victorian said in 
reality, even though she was 
promised a 10 p.m. dead¬ 
line for shutting down the 
music, it is 11:30 p.m. by the 
time the band wraps up and 
1 to 1:30 a.m. before guests 
disperse. 

She not only favours the 
earlier 10 p.m. curfew but 
would like to see the town 
do a better job of enforcing 


its bylaw, she said. 

She doesn’t want to ruin 
the occasion for bride and 
groom, but the music seri¬ 
ously impacts on her enjoy¬ 
ment of her property - she 
and her husband can’t sit 
by their pool for a quiet 
drink, and can’t even plan 
an inside dinner party on 
the night of a wedding next 
door because it’s too loud 
for conversation sitting 
inside at her dining room 
table. 

Patrick Little, represent¬ 
ing a couple who lives in St. 
Davids, iso spoke of the 
impact of weddings, in this 
case at a local winery, 
although he said it could 
apply in general to wineries 
which become banquet 
halls when they host wed- 

He said the music goes 
on sometimes until after 
midnight, “and neighbours 
don’t have to be invited to

the wedding, they’re part of 
it anyway.” 

One person’s wedding is 
someone else’s bush party, 

Special permits should 
be made available for 
exceptional, “one-off” 
events such as the Tragically 
Hip concert this summer, 


not for permanent exemp¬ 
tions as contemplated 
under the new bylaw, he 
suggested. 

There is no perfect 
answer to noise issues, he 
said, but a time restriction 
should be considered - in 
addition to the time of day 
or evening, the number of 
times an exemption can be 
granted should be part of 
the bylaw to balance issues 
of residents. 

Other concerns brought 
forward by residents were 
the need to curtail loud 
motorcycles by defining 
“good muffling devices” in 
the bylaw, which as stands 
is too open to interpreta¬ 
tion, and the fear of com¬ 
plaints about private snow 
management companies 
who must begin work often 
as early as 2 a.m. at com¬ 
mercial establishments that 
sometimes border residen¬ 
tial neighbourhoods.

are always delivered the 
Friday before the first day of 
the season of rebirth. 

The flowers were especial¬ 
ly welcome this year at 
Chateau Gardens, says pro¬ 
gram director Debi Brown.

volunteers left the arrange¬ 


ments at the front of the home 
for staff to deliver to 124 resi¬ 
dents. 

"It made a very colourful 
and spring-like display, and 
the residents just brightened 
up at the sight of them. It 
brings spring inside for them," 
said Brown. 

For those who are ill, it is a 
part of the healing process, 


she said. 

"It's not that the flowers are 
ejected every year, but they 
ate very much appreciated. 
The residents know they are 
from the horticultural society 
and they are very happy to see 
them. At this point the days 
can seem dreary.

Noise bylaw touchy issue, sometimes 
pitting neighbour against neighbour 


The Town is working to create a 
noise bylaw that has some teeth, but 
each time the proposed legislation is 
presented to the public for discus¬ 
sion the difficulties inherent in noise 
control become obvious. 

As was said at Monday's commit¬ 
tee meeting, one person's wedding is 
another's bush party. 

Noise is so subjective, and with so 
many variables. 

While one person might be able to 
hear loud music from nearby party¬ 
ing and be quite content to know 
there is a happy occasion being cele¬ 
brated or young people having fun, 
others may find it slightly bother¬ 
some and still others may be down¬ 
right exasperated by it. 

And of course the extent of the 
impact will depend on how loud the 
noise is, how close by it is, how late 
in the day and how often it is repeat¬ 
ed. 

Although loud, late parties are a 
big part of the reason we need noise 
legislation, there are other kinds of 
noises that can impact quality of 
life—barking dogs, loud motorcycles 
or trucks, wind machines and bird 
bangers, screaming children, air con¬ 
ditioning, planes flying overhead, 
laughing, fighting, lawn mowers and 


snow plows—even church bells early 
on a Sunday morning might be offen- 

If one fact became very evident 
Monday as residents and lawyers 
addressed the town's proposed bylaw, 
it is that while it must be enforced, it 
must also be approached with a 
healthy dose of common sense and a 
good measure of sensitivity. 

Yes, it's necessary to have legisla¬ 
tion that allows bylaw officers and 
police to control noise that is unrea¬ 
sonable and intolerable, but making 
that judgement is obviously not an 
exact science. 

We all have a right to enjoy our 
own homes and properties, but surely 
we can all show tolerance to the occa¬ 
sional lapses of our neighbours. 

However, as was said Monday, 
those lapses must be just that—ex¬ 
ceptions, not the rule. 

We applaud the town for its efforts, 
but really, the brunt of the difficulties 
to come as we move our lives out¬ 
doors for the summer will fall on our 
bylaw officers. Let's hope they are 
encouraged to use the tact and sensi¬ 
tivity necessary to handle complaints 
without heavy-handedness that can 
aggravate or inflame an already 
touchy subject.

What's behind 
black list of 
Town's 
seasonal 
employees? 

After reading the let¬ 
ters to the editor from 
Mr. Little and Baas 
(Niagara Advance, March 
8 and 15), I was com¬ 
pelled to add some addi¬ 
tional information. 

Similar to Mr. Baas, I 
too, was a top-level man¬ 
agement employee as the 
Director of Human 
Resources, Labour 
Relations and Health & 
Safety. However, due to 
plant closures, I decided 
to retire and remain in 
the Niagara Peninsula 
rather than moving to 
Toronto. 

Shortly after retire¬ 
ment, I was informed 
that the Town of NOTL 
was hiring “older work¬ 
ers" who could demon¬ 
strate a variety of skills 
and versatility along with 
maintaining high pro¬ 
ductivity. 

I was introduced to the 
Parks Department super¬ 
visor, and following an 
application, interview 
and reference check, I 
was hired - that was five 
years ago. 

During my employ¬ 
ment, I successfully 
operate the garbage truck 
and dump trucks (with 
trailers), the tractor, large 
grass cutting mowers; 
snow plowed and operat¬ 


ed other specialized 
equipment. Our supervi¬ 
sor wanted dedicated 
employees who took the 
initiative to perform any 
job that needed to be 
done. I was one of those 
employees (like Mr. Little 
and Baas) and I received 
many complimentary let¬ 
ters from my immediate 
supervisor and his boss, 
as well as copies of 
emails to various town- 
related groups rating my 
performance as “consis¬ 
tently exceeding expecta¬ 
tions” and “an asset to 

In mid-summer 2011, a 
notice was posted advis¬ 
ing all employees of a 
new hiring procedure 
that was going to be 
implemented immedi¬ 
ately. In a follow-up dis¬ 
cussion with the new HR 
person, I was told that 
applications for posted 
jobs would be reviewed 
and all seasonal employ¬ 
ees would be given “pref¬ 
erential consideration”. 

Unfortunately, this did 
not appear to be the 
case, as “new” employees 
were hired and previous 
seasonal employees were 
not even interviewed. 

In September 2011,1 
suffered a hernia while 
attempting to empty an 
over- filled garbage pail 
in the Niagara on the 
Green Park, following a 
neighborhood barbeque. 
I was assigned four 
weeks of light duty and 
returned to full duties in 
October. Three work days 
later, immediately fol¬ 
lowing lunch, I was 
called to a meeting with 
my supervisor and the 
Parks Department man¬ 


ager. The manager said, 
“Thanks for your contri¬ 
butions to the 
Department. Your 
employment is ended 
immediately and the 
explanation is in this let¬ 
ter," as I was handed an 
envelope. "Hand in all 
Town property such as 
keys, radio etc” 

I was shocked by what 
I was being told and I 
went to ask a question, 
but was interrupted by 
the manager who said 
there would be no fur¬ 
ther discussion. 

At that point, I extend¬ 
ed my hand to him, 
thanked him for the 
opportunity to work for 
NOTL, turned to my 
supervisor and did the 
same and left the office 
saying, “I'm sorry that we 
have to end our relation¬ 
ship in this manner”. 
Recently, I have learned 
that eight to 10 of the 
2011 seasonal employees 
have been treated in a 
similar manner as Mr. 
Little and Baas. 

Do the Mayor and 
Council condone this 
behavior? The 2011 sea¬ 
sonal employee team was 
the “best” the most dedi¬ 
cated, skilled and hardest 
working group of 
employees that worked 
for the Town in the last 
five years. Is this the 
manner in which honor¬ 
able, professional people 
deal with hard-working, 
dedicated employees, 
who made NOTL world- 
famous for Its beautiful 
gardens, parks and cem¬ 
eteries? What happened 
administrators of NOTL? 

I would like to thank 
the editor for printing

Wake-up 
call to NOTL 
residents 

In the last two years 
the provincial govern¬ 
ment has passed laws to 
increase the density of 
housing in existing urban 

Although Niagara-on- 
the-Lake is a historic 
area, with particular 
charm and character, our 
Town fathers have not 


attempted to get a waiver 
from these laws despite it 
being known as “the 
prettiest village in 
Canada." 

In fact, the planning 
department has been 
encouraged to do create 
areas in these towns and 
villages that will become 
yet more dense. For 
example, in the southern 
part of NOTL there is 
now the potential of add¬ 
ing 220 more homes in 
the next three to four 
years. It’s already start¬ 
ed. Most of these will be 
townhouses, closely 
packed and with no tree 
barriers between the 
subdivisions. 

Further, as a result of 
recent Committee of 
Adjustment rulings, all 
corner lot homes in 
NOTL can now be called 
“old houses" with back¬ 
yards that are “underde¬ 
veloped land;” and so the 
lot can be turned to the 
long side and townhous¬ 
es built on newly severed 
lots. There are about 450 
such corner lots in NOTL 
alone. Watch as this 
changes the charm and 
character of NOTL. 

The NOTL Town 
fathers have not enacted 
by-laws to accommodate 
these urban changes 
without significant 
impact on existing resi¬ 
dents. There is no tree 
by-law, no borders by¬ 
law, no legal fence by¬ 
law. The Town has no 
useful and consistently 
upheld code of conduct. 
The Lord Mayor’s elec¬ 
tion promises are not 
being met. While 
numerous Council, 
Committee of 


Adjustment and Planning 
Department meetings are 
portrayed as requesting 
input from the public 
there is very little evi¬ 
dence that anyone repre¬ 
senting the Town actually 
listens. 

At present, any devel¬ 
oper can obtain a 
destruction licence and 
remove all the trees on a 
lot without being 
required to replace them. 
The developer also typi¬ 
cally pays the Town five 
per cent of robbing local 
residents of green space 
in its development plans. 
The Town has an internal 
rule for Town trees only 
that states that if such a 
tree is destroyed, two 
new trees will be planted; 
however, the location can 
be anywhere in NOTL 
and the height of the new 
trees can be very short. 
Indeed there is no scruti¬ 
ny of this rule, and so it 
is hard to believe that it 
actually happens. So the 
Town is not interested in 
you, the existing resi¬ 
dents, but only the new 
residents who will pur¬ 
chase new properties yet 
to be developed. 

Toronto, Mississauga, 
Niagara Falls and St. 
Catharines have tree by¬ 
laws. Why don’t we in 
NOTL? Please support 
us in developing a tree 
and border (green space) 
by-law. There are at least 
four councillors who are 
prepared to listen, but 
we need to persuade the 
Lord Mayor and the 
other four Councillors 
that this has merit. Your 
help is needed.

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Neighbours fuming over Paxton townhouses and park 


Proposed density 
increase creates 
fear of traffic 
impact

An increase in the 
number of townhouses 
proposed for the end of a 
quiet street in St. Davids 
has neighbours fuming. 

The village has been 
growing in leaps and 
bounds in recent years, 
and 44 townhouses at the 
end of Paxton Lane , 
which would be accessi¬ 


ble only from David 
Secord Drive off Four 
Mile Creek Road , is the 
final corner of a new 
neighbourhood called 
the Settlement of St. 
Davids. 

It was originally to be 
a mix of 24 single family 
homes and townhouses 
on about five acres of 
land, but planner Greg 
Hynde, representing the 
Paxton family owners, 
says significant archaeo¬ 
logical finds on the prop¬ 
erty from thousands of 
years ago have changed 

An archaeological 
assessment revealed an 
aboriginal settlement, 
with extensive evidence 
of toolmaking and the 


results of that work, he 

To build on that would 
cost upwards of $500,000, 
and the owners have 
decided instead they 
would like to see a pas¬ 
sive park instead on the 
most sensitive area, with 
the townhouses around 

Also, an historic house 
on the property, thought 
to possibly have been the 
house of David Secord 
and a stop for his sister- 
in-law Laura Secord on 
her heroic 32-kilometre 
trek 200 years ago, could 
be turned into a museum 
for some of the artifacts 
in the area and to explain 
the significant history of 
St. Davids. 


Residents of St. Davids 
might be surprised to 
find what has been dis¬ 
covered in the way of 
historic artifacts in their 
neighbourhood and what 
has been taken away in 
the last 10 years, he said. 

“We’re going to be 
preserving as well as 
respecting the old versus 
the new.” 

He said he hopes the 
Town will take over the 
park and participate in 
its evolution, however if 
the town isn’t interested, 
it would become a public 
park under condomini¬ 
um ownership. 

But neighbours who 
attended the town’s pub¬ 
lic information meeting, 
held at the early stage of 


the process to provide 
some insight into the 
developer’s proposal, 
were more concerned at 
the significant increase 
in traffic on their quiet 
street that would result 
from a museum they fear 
will become a tourist 
attraction, as well as the 
park and the increase in 
the number of homes. 

In addition to the 
noise factor, they cited 
safety issues, had ques¬ 
tions about emergency 
access, and a situation 
that will devalue their 
homes. 

Residents were also 
angry at being cut off 
after just a few minutes 
for questions after lis¬ 
tening to the planners 


speak for almost half an 
hour. 

But later in the eve¬ 
ning, at Monday’s plan¬ 
ning advisory committee 
meeting, councillors 
voted to ask planning 
staff to arrange another 
meeting and ensure all 
neighbours in the vicini¬ 
ty of the development 
are notified. 

They also suggested 
residents need to under¬ 
stand that the informa¬ 
tion meeting was held to 
allow the developer to 
present a proposal, that 
nothing has been decid¬ 
ed, that public input is 
important and that there 
will be other opportuni¬ 
ties for residents to have 
their say on the project.

The property is being sold by the 
District School Board of Niagara, with 
the Town of Niagara-on-the-Lake act¬ 
ing as intermediary. 

The elementary school, the original 
portion of which was built in 1914, 
closed in 2011, and is in relatively good 
condition inside, said Smith, although 
renovations will be necessary once a 
decision is made about how the rooms 
will be used. 

The purchase and renovations are 
made made possible by $1 million in 
investment capital available to 
Willowbank by RBC. 

Willowbank board treasurer Frank 
Racioppo played a key role in arrang¬ 
ing the financing and overseeing the 
negotiations with DSBN with the 
Town’s senior staff and council’s active 
engagement in the process, said 
Smith. 

"This is a major initiative,” said 
Racioppo, "building on accomplish¬ 
ments over the last few years that have 
made Willowbank a significant nation¬ 
al and international institution. As a 
builder who has an appreciation for 
quality design and craftsmanship, it is 
wonderful to be part of Willowbank’s 
efforts to cultivate these skills in a new 
generation.” 

Willowbank will retain the heritage 
school and its surrounding landscape 
as a venue for classrooms and work¬ 
shops, and as the home of its new 
Centre for Cultural Landscape. 

The former playground area at Laura 
Secord, just a litde under an acre now 
used as a park by the Queenston com¬ 
munity, will be donated by Willowbank 
to the town to remain as a permanent 


pubic park, although an archealogical 
dig might have some impact on the 
exact location of the public space. 

The remaining south end of the 
property will be rezoned and sold for 
single family homes, said Smith. 

The news of the purchase was 
accompanied by the launch of a $1.5 
million capital campaign for campus 
upgrades and estate restoration. 
Important to the campaign. Honouring 
the Past, Embracing the Future: The 
Campaign for Willowbank, are imme¬ 
diate naming opportunities for the new 
school complex itself and rooms within 
the school including the auditorium, 
and rooms in the historic Willowbank 
estate that will be restored as part of 
the capital investment program. 

A small group of private donors, 
including Board President Vikki Broer 
and local residents Jonathan and 
Elizabeth Kormos, and Rainer and 
Nancy Hummel, have already pledged 
an initial $250,000. 

"The success of the quiet phase of 
the capital campaign demonstrates the 
community's commitment to helping 
us grow as an institution, building our 
capability to offer unparalleled educa¬ 
tional programming," says Willowbank 
director of development Shelley 
Huson. 

Willowbank, established in 2002, is 
an independent educational institu¬ 
tion in the cultural heritage field, oper¬ 
ating within the historic setting of the 
Willowbank Estate. It is at the cutting 
edge of a shift toward ecological and 
sustainable heritage conservation, says 
Smith, with an approach that is dynam¬ 
ic rather than static, and that celebrates 
the creative continuity of all cultural 
traditions.

Property developer 
Rainer Hummel was stuck 
at an airport and couldn’t 
make it to Monday’s plan¬ 
ning meeting, but had he 
been there, he would have 
received the news he’s 
been waiting to hear. 

The owner of an histor¬ 


ic home known as the 
Phillips Estate at the cor¬ 
ner of Queen Street and 
Mississauga had the prop¬ 
erty rezoned so he could 
convert it to an elegant 
24-room hotel with a res¬ 
taurant and spa, but a 
downturn in tourism 
brought him back to coun¬ 
cil asking for temporary 
residential rezoning. 

With nobody speaking 


against his plans at a pub¬ 
lic planning meeting 
Monday, councillors voted 
to allow him to proceed 
with his plans to turn the 
1.5 acre property into a 
private residence. 

He also plans to rebuild 
the greenhouse that was 
dismantled, and add a 
"garden suite” to a carriage 
house on the property. 

Town planning staff 


supported his request, 
saying it would allow for 
improvements to a build¬ 
ing that has been vacant 
since 2003, which will 
visually enhance an 
important corner in the 
historic Old Town and the 
surrounding neighbour¬ 
hood and preserve the 
heritage resources on the 
property. 

It is better to have the 


house occupied rather 
than sitting vacant with a 
potential for deterioration 
and vandalism, the plan¬ 
ning report states. 

It is expected the prop¬ 
erty will be returned to its 
commercial zoning when 
the market dictates it’s 
appropriate. 

The decision must be 
ratified by council 
Monday.

Tips for exterior painting to make your house look great: including vinyl siding 


> Painting front 
door, shutters 
and garage door 
has impact. 

My white vinyl siding 
looks awful. It looks 
dirty, but as much as I 
scrub, I can’t get it any 
cleaner. Can I paint it? 

Absolutely. Painting 
actually protects the vinyl 
(and aluminum siding) 
and will make it look like 

Until recently, vinyl sid¬ 
ing could only be painted 
with similar colours; if it 
was white, it had to remain 
white (or a very light 
colour). 

Vinyl siding can begin 


to warp and lose its shape 
if it reaches surface tem¬ 
peratures of 150 degrees 
Fahrenheit or more, which 
can happen if the vinyl sid¬ 
ing is painted darker than 
its original factory colour 
or is painted a colour con¬ 
taining light-absorbing 


Warping is a function of 
the colour of the paint - 
not the paint product itself.

This is a good time to 
ask. The best possible 
point to stain a deck is 
before it is built and after 
the wood has had time to 
dry out. Ideally, coating 
all six sides of the wood is 
the best way to protect 
and seal it. An unsealed 
underside will absorb

Junior lacrosse has a 
long and successful histo¬ 
ry in Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
and the eighth season of 
the Thunderhawks is 
expected to add to the rep¬ 
utation of local strength in 
Canada’s national sport. 

A1 Janzen, president and 
general manager of the 
Junior B team, is anticipat¬ 
ing a transitional team¬ 
building year, as seven of 
the senior players have 
moved on, but with a 
strong group of focused 
and dedicated young men 
he expects the coming 


season to be rewarding. 

The Thunderhawks 
ended their last season 
with a 6-14 record, but 
three of those games were 
lost by a single goal, and 
the elusive playoffs were 
just a point out of reach— 
an overtime loss took them 
out of post-regular season 
play. 

Returning players Cam 
Luis and Ryan Wagner 
hope not to repeat that 
heartbreaker—their goal
